NOTICES   REGARDING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

MARKING   SAUSAGE   AND    OTHER   PRODUCTS   IN   ANIMAL   CASINGS. 

Referring  to  Regulation  16,  section  2,  paragraph  4,  B.  A.  I.  Order  211  (revised), 
and  also  to  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcements  of  March,  1923,  notice  under 
-the  caption  "Marking  sausage  and  other  products  in  animal  casings,"  the  word 
''cartons"  as  contained  in  the  regulation  and  ruling  iri  question  should  be  construed 
as  including  wrappers,  and  accordingly  usbranded  sausage  and  other  meat  food 
products  in  animal  casings  smaller  than  the  ordinary  ring  variety  may  leave  estab- 
lishments in  open-end  or  sealed  wrappers  which  are  properly  labeled,  contain  only 
one  kind  of  product,  and  have  a  capacity  not  exceeding  10  pound's, 

APPROVAL   OF   LABELS   AND    OTHER   MARKINGS    ON   MEAT   AND   PRODUCTS. 

With  the  view  to  simplifying  the  approval  of  labels  and  other  markings  on  meat  ani 
products  the  following  procedure  is  authorized: 

1.  The  approval  of  any  paper  label,  lithographed  label,  wrapper,,  carton r  corrugated 
or  fiber  container,  paper  tub,  cup,  and  similar  package,  Imer,  circle,  ink  brand  and7 
burning  brand  should  be  accepted  by  inspectors  as  authority  to  permit  ike  use  of 
larger  materials  on  which  all  features  of  the  marking  are  proportionately  enlarged.. 
Such  approval  may  also  be  considered  as  in  blanket  form  so  far  as  concerns  the  figures- 
denoting  the  net  weight.  However,  when  materials  are  corrected'  by  obliterating 
any  features,  including  figures  or  statements  of  weight,  such  correction  will  necessitate' 
the  resubmission  for  approval  of  the  materials  involved. 

2.  Lithographed  labels  may  be  submitted  for  final  approval  in  the  farm  of  paper- 
take-offs  in  lieu  of  the  metal  sections  of  the  containers.  Such  paper  take-offs  should 
not  be  in  the  form  of  negatives  but  should  be  a  complete  reproduction  of  the  label  as 
it  will  appear  on  the  package,  including  any  color  scheme  involved,. 

3.  The  approval  of  paper  labels  may  be  considered  as  in  blanket  form  in  so  far  as 
concerns  the  name  or  name  and  address  of  the  distributor.  Accordingly,  a  master 
or  stock  label  from  which  the  name  of  the  distributor  is  omitted  may  be  submitted 
and  the  approval  of  such  label  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  individual  approval  of  the- 
label  in  which  the  name  or  name  and  address  of  the  distributor  is  inserted. 

4  In  cases  where  it  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction'  of  the  inspector  in  charge  that 
reprints  of  formerly  approved  labels  differ  slightly  from  the*  approved  copies  owing- 
to  printers'  or  clerical  error  and  such  difference  is  inconsequential  the  inspector  in« 
charge  is  authorized  to  approve  tentatively  such  materials  for  use-  pending  prompt 
submission  to  the  Washington  office.  .  ^ ■    .  . 

5  The  mere  addition  to  approved  labels  of  the  words  ■  Registered  m  u.  b.  Fatestt 
Office"  or  aa  equivalent  statement  will  not  necessitate' the  resubmission  for  appro- al 
of  labels  so  modified.  _  ..  .  ■         •  .     ,  . 

6  Cartons  and  similar  containers  mav  be  submitted  in  the  form  of  photostatic 
proofs  and  when  such -proofs  are  marked  by  the  bureau  with  stamp  indicating  un- 
qualified approval,  such  approval  may  be  accepted  as  authorizing  the  use  ot  the 
finished  containers  without  additional  approval. 

7  With  a  view  to  reducing  existing  files  establishments  may,  if  they  so  desire, 
submit  four  photostatic  copies  of  each  previously  approved  carton  or  similar  con  tamer 
accompanied  by  a  reference  to  the  previous  approval  number  and  a  request  that  they 
be  marked  with  stamp  of  approval  and  number  in  duplicate  of  those  assigned  to  the 
orioinal  copie«  Upon  the  return  of  such  photostatic  copies  marked  as  indicated  they 
mav  be  substituted  in  place  of  the  originals  in  the  bureau  station  files. 

8  In  the  case  of  fiber  or  corrugated  containers,  if  photostatic  copies  are  not  sub- 
mitted the  printed  layer  known  as  the  craft  sheet  should  be  separated  from  the  pulp 
or  corrugated  body  of  the  container  and  submitted  for  approval  in  lieu  of  the  complete 
container  The  printed  layers  of  all  of  the  sections  of  the  container  (except  such  as 
«rp  explicates  and  of  which  onlv  a  representative  section  need  be  submitted)  should 
he  assembled  so  as  to  result  in  a  complete  unit  representing  all  the  printed  matter  on 
the  container     The  craft  sheets  described  may  be  obtained  from  the  manufacturer 
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of  the  containers  at  the  time  supplies  are  printed,  but  if  for  any  reason  they  are  not 
thus  obtained  they  should,  previous  to  their  submission  for  approval,  be  separated 
from  the  containers  by  the  establishment  through  soaking  or  other  process. 

9.  The  approval  of  stencils  and  box  dies  may  be  accepted  as  authority  for  the 
inspector  to  permit  the  use  of  larger  stencils  and  dies  on  which  all  features  are  pro- 
portionately enlarged. 

10.  The  approval  of  stencils  may  be  accepted  as  authorizing  the  use  of  stencils 
bearing  the  same  wording  but  somewhat  differently  arranged  provided  the  same 
continuity  of  wording  is  preserved.  As  an  illustration,  the  approval  of  a  rectangular 
stencil  will  authorize  the  use  of  a  similar  stencil  which  is  square,  oval,  or  circular  in 
design,  notwithstanding  such  change  in  shape  may  result  in  a  reduction  or  increase 
in  the  number  of  lines. 

11.  Stencils  and  box  dies  submitted  for  approval  hereafter  should  be  in  the  form 
of  printed  proofs,  small  blue  prints,  or  small  reproductions  in  pen  and  ink.  Repro- 
ductions on  the  typewriter  or  in  pencil  will  not  be  accepted.  In  order  to  reduce 
existing  files  establishments  may,  if  they  so  desire,  submit  four  of  such  reproductions 
of  previously  approved  stencils  or  box  dies  accompanied  by  a  reference  to  the  approval 
number  and  a  request  that  same  be  marked  with  stamp  of  approval  and  number  in 
duplicate  of  those  assigned  to  the  materials  previously  submitted.  If  establishments 
are  not  interested  in  the  submission  of  reproductions  of  previously  approved  stencils 
or  dies,  inspectors  in  charge  may  have  triplicate  pen  and  ink  reproductions  prepared 
by  bureau  employees  and  submit  same  for  duplicate  stamp  of  approval  and  return  of 
duplicates  for  substitution  in  place  of  the  originals  in  the  bureau  station  files. 

12.  In  cases  where  it  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspector  in  charge  that 
emergencies  exist  warranting  such  action,  the  inspector  in  charge  may  permit  the  use 
of  unapproved  stencils  and  box  dies  which  in  his  opinion  conform  to  existing  rulings 
and  regulations,  provided  the  proposed  markings  are  promptly  submitted  to  the 
Washington  office  for  approval. 

13.  The  approval  of  stencils  may  be  considered  as  in  blanket  form  so  far  as  concerns 
the  name  or  name  and  address  of  the  distributor  and  the  figures  denoting  quantity. 
The  mere  addition  of  a  statement  of  net  weight  to  a  formerly  approved  stencil  or  box 
die  does  not  require  the  resubmission  of  such  modified  stencil  or  box  die  for  approval. 

14.  Two  or  more  approved  stencils  or  box  dies  may  be  used  in  combination  where 
it  does  not  result  in  inconsistent  or  deceptive  marking.  Stencils  bearing  qualifying 
statements  such  as  "Artificially  colored,"  " Cereal  added,"  "Dried  skimmed  milk 
added,"  etc.,  will  hereafter  be  approved  but  it  should  be  understood  that  any  such 
qualifying  statement  is  held  to  represent  a  part  of  the  name  of  the  product  and  must 
in  all  cases  appear  in  direct  connection  therewith. 

The  foregoing  rulings  supersede  those  contained  in  bureau  circular  letter  No.  1197, 
dated  July  6,  1923.

DEATH  OF  DR.  W.  H.  WRAY. 

A  cable  message  from  England  on  August  24  announced  the  death  of  Dr.  W.  H. 
Wray,  representative  of  the  bureau  at  London,  England.  Doctor  Wray  entered  the 
bureau  service  in  1884,  and  having  been  stationed  at  London  ever  since  1890  was 
probably  personally  best  known  by  employees  who  entered  the  service  in  the  early 
history  of  the  bureau,  especially  those  who  were  engaged  in  contagious  pleuropneu- 
monia work  between  1884  and  1890. 

No  particulars  have  thus  far  been  received,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  passing  of 
Doctor  Wray  was  comparatively  sudden.

The  attention  of  bureau  inspectors  is  directed  to  the  following  regulations  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  the  Argentine  Republic: 

Argentine  Republic,  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 

Buenos  Aires,  July  13,  1923. 
The  President  of  the  Argentine  nation  decrees: 

Sec.  1.  The  importation  of  hogs  from  the  United  -States  shall  be  permitted,  provided 
the  animals  are  healthy  and  come  with  official  certificates  issued  by  authorities  under 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  that  country:  these  certificates  must  contain, 
besides  the  proof  prescribed  in  sections  46  and  48  of  the  import  regulations  (regla- 
mento  de  importation)  of  January  29,  1903,  as  amended  by  the  decree  of  October  6, 
1915,  in  reference  to  '"Peste  Bovina"  and  '"Fiebre  Aftosa,"  the  information  required 
by  the  following  section  in  reference  to  hog  cholera. 

Sec.  2.  The  certificates,  duly  legalized  by  the  Argentine  consulate,  must  state, 
with  regard  to  hog  cholera,  the  following  data  which  may  be  included  in  the  same 
certificate  or  in  a  separate  one: 

(a)  That  the  animals  have  been  immunized  by  an  official  veterinary  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States  with  serum  and  virus  against  hog  cholera: 

(&'t  That  the  operation  has  been  made  complying  with  all  the  requirements  stipu- 
lated in  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  United  States  of 
December  28,  1917,  or  those  which  may  have  been  substituted  therefor. 

Sec  3.  Let  this  decree  be  transmitted,  published,  and  given  to  the  National 
Recording  Office.

The  amendment  by  decree  of  October  6,  1915,  mentioned  in  section  1  of  the  afore- 
mentioned regulations,  has  reference  apparently  to  a  certificate  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  accompany  live  stock  to  Argentina  showing  freedom  of  the  United 
States  from  foot-and-mouth  disease  and  rinderpest.  This  certificate  is  furnished 
exporters  by  the  bureau  inspector  at  the  port  in  the  United  States  from  which  swine 
are  embarked. 

The  reference  under  paragraph  (b),  section  2,  of  the  Argentine  minister's  decree  to 
requirements  of  this  department  of  December  28, 1917,  is  apparently  to  Amendment 
3  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  245,  which  has  been  superseded  by  Regulation  6,  B.  A.  I.  Order  273.
